indcedcarebut a meere ſhew, and frighting them ane- 
ly; knowing their Greatneffe depends with filling the 
world with an imagination of their Mightineſſe, For 
the Spaniard may well becomparedtoadrumme ,. or 
cmpric veſlcil, thar being beaten vpon,..makes a great 
and terrible noiſe; bur come nearer the.n,. breake 
them and 1»oke into them, and: there is 'norhing 
-within:cin bu: you. Or rather I'ke the Aﬀee,. thie 
wrapt h:mſclfe in-che Lyons siinne, 'and. marched g 
farre of, to- ſtrike rerrour -into {the hearts; af the 
bea'ts; but when the Fox:.drew neere, hee not.onely 
pcicriued his longeares, butlikewife. diſcoutred him 
and made him. a icſt ro all:the. beaits:ob che.

What condition that he' would not 
breake: Or, whatopporunitie that he would let {lip 
for the accompliſhment thereof -,- if thereby he migbe 
aſſure himſelet of the Ile? And therefore, hotich I 
commend peace before warre z yet if the Countrey 
cannnt obraine a good peace without warre, I thinke 
it conſequently followes, that it-is neceſſary for you

How preuctial heir trees of peace have ever 
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been to ſuch Princes or States with whom they have 
contended, is moſt evident; as'well to us, as other 
Nations,. as appeares by theis ,#weads in $8,” who 
came-with fire and fyord taut thi thtoaty of the 
people of this land : (had tot God prevented their 
treacherous reſolutions, ) At the ſelfe fame time 
they had entertained us with a maine $hew ofa defire 
of peace, and our Commiſſioners being with them . 
tor the ſame purpoſe. As alſo-when ' Ferdinand of 
Arazen the laſt, and Phillip Archduke of Auſtiia were 
in treaty of marraige of Madam S$#awdjj-of France, 
with Charles the fifth,and after was conduded, ſworti 
and confirmed at Blejs, the King of Fraxce being 
Lewis the twelfth; his Lieftenants miftrefting-no- 
thing in refpect of the premiſes, the Spaniards (et 
uponthem, defeating two French Armies, the ofie at 
Calabria, under the conda& ofthe Lord D Aubiziey 
the other at Cernigela, led by the Duke of Nenmers; 
by which treacherous overthrow of theſe two no- 
ble Captaines, by dow Conſolis, de Cordus, called the 
great Captaine Coriimander of the Spmieyd} in theſe 
parts : they areſted from the French, moſt of the 
peeces in Raly,which they keepe untill this day. And 
therefore howloever other-ment be; opiaionated of 
the Spanish faith and fidelirywith your Majefty and 
State, yetfor my part, I will thinke of them, and 
their promiſes, as a Noble man of Athens thought of 
© acertaine Oratour, Your words (quoth he)" my 
*f friends are like the Cypreſſe, which afthongh'great 
« and high, beareno fruit. And truely, as they are 
Spanier ds I cannot well blame them ; for they well 
know, that the Crowne of Spaine is at ſtake; and ” 
| B the 
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the Indies, and his other Signiories, and therefore 
will notfaile toput in-practiſe all tricks that may win 
the, game, though it be by foule play. For if he 
haueot peacewith England atthis time, itis notun« 
knowne unto him that the foundation of his Monar- 
chy will be shaken in peeces. And we cannot but 
{ce this,and yet willtake no advantagethereof,where- 
by. we may ſecure our ſelves both tor preſent and fu- 
turc times; we may be compared to the Athenians, 
of whom I haue ſpoken betore, who by Titms Li- 
wits report were men, who knew what ts doe, but would 
wor doe it: which is a fault ſo. ominous to all ſtares, 
that. it not onely preſenteth itfelfe againſt ; butlike- 
wiſe followeth diſaſters.and ruine to the Common» 
wealth that refuſeth.. For opportunitie doth not at- 
tend, upon Captaines and Councellours pleaſures, 
but ſheweth -it felfe on a ſuddaine; andit not im- 
braced, paſſeth away without returning; And there- 
fore the advantages that one State, that ate enemics 
hath of another, happen ſo ſeldome to the Globes, 
as Saturn finisheth hiscourſe þut.in 30. yeares,, - But 
our enemy is free, and I ſpeake it to his-honour, from 
this baſe andearthly reſolution ; for it is reported of 
them,. by this.ſpeciall-vertue,. they haue rayſed their 
ſtate to ſohigh apitch: which is; thatrnopeople can 
readier inde the occaſion,; orſooner take, or reſolue 
it, when it. is offered. And doubtlefſe, to fay the 
truth, Iam much more fearecfull ok-the Spanish pro- 
ccedings, for thathe goeth by precedent: which is 
an excellent kind of diſcipline, as, well in Martiall as 
civill a&tions;. eſpecially when the ation is groun- 


ded. upon a ſure foundation. And as all Kings |

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and Captaines which defire to atrain-to greatthings, 
doe imitate ſome one Prince, or Generall ehat hach - 
preceded thetn- t-! fo doubtlefſe-haue: the: Kings'of 
5 paine tor theſe many-yeares, -imitated inal their 
ations ( as neere as thetime and States with whom 
they haue contended would giue them leaue:) that 
noble,valianc and politick Captain Phillipof Muydes, 
whoithndeede laid the: foundationiof hisſons/Monatr- 
chy,& this was his Maxime, Thar where force could wot 
prenail he alwaies uſed bribes and mony to corrupt the prin- 
cjpall of the inhabitants; Inſomuch that atacertain time 
attheaſſhultof a Citic, ' which'to a Captaite of his 
ſeemed impregnable, .and therefore thought to di-" 
«* yert his purpoſe in the belieging thereof. Thowuart 
© atoole (quoth he ) for will haue this great Citric, 
&* notwithſtanding the walles' and: ramparts, if the 
« Gates be ſo big that an Afﬀſeladerr with gold'can 
& but. enter. . And-queſtionleſſe, it your Majeſtic 
would but ſearch into the Spaxiards proceedings, 
finc& he bad the Indies, . you ſhould acquaint your 
felfe with many ſuch preſidents of theirpart, to be 
a warning to you to looke at this time adviſedly to 
your owne fatety, left you fall" into the like misfor- 
tunes: And although I-could alledge many which 
(for brevities ſake) I omit, yet Twilletcive one {leſt 
it ſhould be thought I knew none) which is, vis.

ders ever (in regard of your opinion of their wiſe. - 


dawes and fidelities) youcaſt yourlſelfe, and your

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care of youreſtate, in all, or either of theſe, you are 
like, without the more grace of Ga, to receiue dif- 
advantage in this your peace-making ( an1 yer per- 
haps no faultin chem. ) For it ſcem23 tor me wonder- 
fall, that che truth ofchings being one ; yer may falf- 
hood be (o apparelled with the habits of likelihood 
and truth,as ( changing countenance ) it is often re. . 
tained in ſtead thereof. And for as much as upon this 
Treatie now in hand, not onely dependerti your 
own hippinefs, the happineſs of your noble Ive , 
States, Kingdoms, Subie&ts,or whatſoever elſe is deer 
unto you; butlikewiſe the happineſſe or unhappineſle 
of all the Princes of Europe. So ( moſt gracious 
Lord) in-reſpet of theſe great and mighty depen- 
dances,..as well in regard of your owne particu'ar, as 
generall- good of the  Chriltian Common-weal th, 
which ſo loag hath groaned-under the feare of the 
Spanich greatneſle, digeſt and diſtinguish every parti- 
cular; and in a point, in your owne perſon, without 
truſting of any man with a matter of great impor- 
tance: which although it will bz very intricate by 
the diuerſitie of ſo many things as will offer th:m. 
ſelues to be conlidered, yet (renoumed Soveraigne ) 
it will be very profitable to your Highneſle, and moſt 
acceptable and-pleafing ta the people, when they 
ſhall heare and ſee the great care the King hath of 
«them and theirſafety : For as Commines {aith, hee 
*thinketh ic the greateſt plaguz that God can lay up- 
* 9naRealme to giuz-them ſuch a Princeas ſhall in 
© oreat things giue his Autharity unto ochers, which 
molt eſpecially in: fach a:ca(e as this hee ouzh* to re. 
ſerve. umta himſeltc,... Although I contefſe Princes 
| B 2 ouzht 
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ought to hauc Miniſters in all things, eſpecially in 
great watters, but not ro conclude any thing without 
the Princes aſſentz nor with him neither, but by the 
relation ot. many circumſianccs, in regard of that 
affinity which truth and falſchood haue in many mat- 
ters of great moment. And yetI proteſt out of my 
owne opinion, I am-no way jealous of any of the 
Councell ; for as for them 1 hold them to be all moſt 
robleand wortby perſonages,and fit to manage great 
Kingdomcs, as part of the Indies, and other Seig- 


niories: which are asfit far you to take, as the King of 
Spaineto keep; which by your juſt commandand ya. 


lour of the Eng/i5h and Scottish Nations ſhall be gained 


unto youand your poſterity 5 without which, what- 
ſoever your Selte thinketh, or other men ſay, neither 
you, nor your poſterity can ever be ſafe, upon pro. 


bable and reaſonable grounds, if the Spaniards intend 


ro diſquiet you, asI will now my ſclfeproue; and as 
theſe tollowing projets made by the Caſ/ilian them.

& behalfe for the preventing thereof. Wherefore (ſaith 
« he) ler your Majcſtie entertaine an enterpriſe againſt 
« England; which both is, and may be the principall 
c: difturber of your Indian Fleete and Commerce. 
&« Neither let your Majcſty ſuppoſe there can be a bers 
«ter or ſafer way, forthe quiet of States, or the ad- 
« yancement of your certaine Greatneſs, then by re- 
& moving this Mountaine of Diſquiet to your moſt 
& high and Kingly purpoſes, and conquering of this 
« Ile.. As alſo Don Phillip the ſecond, of Caſtile, having 
< a great and earnelt delice to make himſelfe Maſter 
« of this Tle-of.the world , and perceiving two ob(ta- 
& cles to curb his proceedings in that kind; to wit, the 
«. warres of the Netherlands, and the Iealoufic of this 
& State of ours hath ever had of his:Grearnefſe; and 
« being deſirous to haue the tountaine of thishappi- 
& neſle to. ſpring from one of thoſe two heads deter. 
«mining to build this reſolution, which with moſt 
< eaſe, molt honour, moſt fafety, and moſt advantage, 
& might be carried to his after deſignes. Vpon conſi- 
deration whereof, aud. mature deliberation , reaſons 
wete alledged proe7 contra, amongſt which, in my 
iudgement, ſome. are moſt prevailent reaſons., and 
ſuch doubts as the Spaniſh King from the .mouth of 
him who made Reaſon his ground , .and Experience 


his ſchoolmaſter for what he (aid, and are. a *

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© [tis my dctermination in this preſent Diſcourſe (ſaid 
* he)to { hew,as your renoumed Seigniorie comman- 
«* deth me,by way of Reall foundation, that-it is much 
© more expedient for that purpoſe of your Catholike 
* Majeſtie to moue your war againſt Eng/ardthen the 
* Netherlands, declaring thus much notwithſtanding 
& reall foundation in this point, I mean not common 
© principles of nature, or of ſcience, neither of Ma. 
* thematicall demonſtrations of this preſent ſubject, 
© js not capable, but rather reaſons probably groun- 
5 ded upon truth, There are many, who but obſer. 
© ving the firſt view of your Catholicke Majeſties in. 
© tereſt to Flaydersand Enelandafhrm,thatthough this 
&* Iland by juſt pretention pertaineth to your Majeſtic, 
«yet you are ſo much the more bound to recover 
* thoſe countries of the Netherlands rather then con- 
* quer Ezg/and; by how much by all policie,the preſer- 
* vation of things alrcady poſſeſſed , muſt goe before 
© thingsnever injoyed. But though this be a great po- 
© ſition in publickeaffaires, yet we intreating of mat- 
© ters of State (I) will not judge it of that weight 
« as that it may weigh downe the ballance; which gal. 
** ling the one fide more then the other, might im. 
& paire the whole ſumme and ſafetie of things. Wee 
& muſt conſider what ought; but further how it is pol. 
« ſible, more profitable, more eafie, more expedient 
* to bedone, For oftentimes Princes arc ſo pricked to 
& warre by the ſtimulation of honour, or of their de- 
* fire to ſome enterpriſe , as that the bridle of many 
© other circumſtances, which would requiſitely be 
© conlidered,cannotdraw them back. For an example 
* of this, wee may ſect before our eyes the Yenetian 
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Of S panith Praifiſes, 1 
© Common wealth, who thinking. of nothing Uſe 
© but their duty to be revenged on the Duke of 44i1- 
* lainz preferred immoderate ambition before all 
"* other reſpe&sz and ſo, toolate, remembred,that the 
* office of prudence,is to moderate paſſions, and ſpleen 
© in important reſolutions : eſpecially when they draw 
* afterthem a taile or traine of great inconveniences. 
* The conſideration thereof; that weare more bound 
© to preſerue the things we pollcſle, then conquer 
© new, isnot ſufficient to conclude that your Majeſty 
© ought to take in hand the enterpriſe of Flanders rather 
© then Ewgland; neither inthat ſo importunate afhaires 
© hould we ſceke occalion ſo light, But to the end it 
© may appearevidently, that inevery reſpe& your Ma- 
& jaftic is bound to the enterpriſe of Eng/and, I will 
* before any thing eſtabliſh a foundation to that 
* whole cditice of my opinion, vis. That in ſubduing 
& of England, you overcomeat the ſame timethe Ne- 
& ;herlexds allo ; but having overcome the Netherlands, 
6 Exzlandis notpreſentiy ſubdued; neither doth per- 
& 2dventure the hope increaſe that you ſhall after con- 
6: querit, But I afirme moreover,that to conquer Exg- 
&« /zndis not an ation more difficult, or leſſe certaine, 
& then if it werethe Netherlands: For if Exelanddoe 


& be more cafie and moreſecure, who doubteth, hut 
& he that ſhould pervert this courſe would be a right 
& deſtroyer of Opportunity ; and ſo become the forger 
& of his owne diſgrace, But I will prone with prevai- 
« ſent Reaſons, that one andthe other memher of my 
« foundation, which is, that the victoric of Exgland, is 
&« more profitable then that EP Netherlands, & _ 
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* eafic toobtaine. As for the proofe of my firſt foun- 
* dation, I berake my ſelfe to theſe principall heads, 
© The firſt is : It the Netherlands had not maintained 
* warre ſo many years, but by the aide and ſuccourof 
* Exgland; that which hath till ſupplycd fewell tothe 
« flames and fire of the rebellion : For if Ezg/and 
© would but taile them. it is cleere,they could nor ſtand 
< out; no more then aliving body can be preſerved 
< without nourilh.nent andir is more ſecurely extin- 
© guiſht by taking away the maintenance and nouriſh- 
© mentthercof, then by ſtriving to quench itby his 
& contrary : For having no nourishment atall,the vio- 
* lent heate is uſed againſt it ſelfe, and ſo by it ſelte con- 
6 famed : butwe determining to overcome it by the 
* contrary, it may fall our, thar inſtecd of extinguiſh- 
© ing it, the force of it may be much increaſed, if the 
© contrary be ſubdued by the ſame: And therfore the 
& Floremtines then, and not before, quenched the fire of 
©© the Piſon rebellion, whenthey tooke away the fewel! 
« 2nd nouriſhment from it, which came from ſtran- 
& gers, by cutting off Princes their Collegates, and 
©* thegaining their Citie'in one aionz which other- 
« wiſc all theivowns force, and their Confederates 
& would not haue been ſufficient to obtaine. The other 
« is; forif Enelandwith her ſuccours which ſhee ſend- 
© eth, not onely maintaineth the Netherlands ſecure, 
« with the bare hope of her ſhadow: for they count 
© themſclues in baniſhment, as it were, while they ſee 
© beforetheir eyes the Spanzsb forces; and ſo would ill 
& doe, if theydidnot know the Exglish will alwaies 
* be ready to buckle withany one, that witha mighty 
:: Fleet ſhould paſſe by theſe parts, In this reſpect _ 
At 
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Of S panjsh Prattiſes, "7: 
* Athenians thought_themſclucs ſurg from. Phiſts 
© force, while the Towne of Ohinion food out; and (o 
* on the conttary, when the O4nrons were overcome, 
"* then ſaw they no. impediments that coulg keepe the 
& enemy fromthe. Eyen ſo, if E-g/avd ſhould fall 
© intothe hands of your Majeſtic, the whole founda» 
© tion 0; the Rebelis-obſtinacy were ſhaken; the-for- 
& crefſe and backe being removed, by favour of which 
© they haue dayly nouriſhed the ſpirits of pride and in- 
© ſolencic: ſoasthe ſoule and (pirit yeelderh England, 
5+ being taken away z we may perceiue that the conqueſt 
© of the Nethelands is Calily brought forth by the vic- 
* torie, as herlawfull daughter; and that the end fol. 
© [oweth notas the daughter, oras the other being her 
* mother, but even as inſeparably, as the ſhadow 
* the body, or nouriſhmentthe life. As alſothis rea. 
* fon which I will nowrecite, is infallibly grounded 
5 upon thedire&rule of Art Millitarie: which is, that 
* you ought never to imploy your ſelfe in the afſaule 
* of any place, it their remaine {till at your backe a 
* mighty mcanes of ſome diſturbance: Wherefore it 
© js no {ound deliberation to faften firſt on the enter- 
© priſe of the Netherlands; when you leaue one i'l- 
& 2ffe&ed on your back, which peradventure may ſud- 
« denly a{lail and breakthrough inthe midſt of cheCa- 
© tholike Army, in the hcart of the warres with the 
& Netherlands. Charles the 5, his attempt in Province 
& had unhappy ſucceſle, for no other caule but that he 
& contemned the adviſeof rhe Marquis Meffo : which 
« was, that firſt, beforeany thing, he {ſhould expugne 
© the tortreſſe. But thatreſolutioa being not taken by 
&® Charles , was 80 lcfle praalcony to the ines 
2 tacen 
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& then tothe Aurhor: of thar-Councell, Antonio de 
& 7&v4.. Another reaſon is, attempting the warre up- 
& onthe Netherlands, you come to buckle with braue 
© experienced Souldiers, and men brought up in 
* warrez as On the contrary, the Engliſh want Art 
& and Diſcipline Millitarie, 1 may giue the ſame 
* compariſon, thatmay be made betweene Idlenefle 
©* and Experience; armed and unarmed; and hoy 
«* 2dvantagious it is to fight with unskilfull Souldiers 
© Amongit many other; the example of Meltzades , 
* in the fielde of Anathon,  ſheweth evidently; 
* who with leſſe then ten thouſand braue Soulgiers, 
< put to flight the force of unhappy Xerxes, who 
* had more then fix hundred thouſand with him, An 
* other is, that the Nethey/ands muſt be conquered by 
* handfulls, and haue full, or whole Armes imploy- 
©*ed in beleagering this or that Fort, otherwiſe per- 
«* adventure of no great importance; but as it ma 

© bea ſtop to his courſe of victory, that goeth about 
* to ſeiz upon the Country. Whereas contrarily Eng- 
© /and hath. no ſtrong Towres or Fortreſſes , as well 
&« within as without : there is no doubt of that en- 


© terpriſe, and isas iuch moreeaſiethen this; as it is. 


© 2 lefſe matter to overcome them: that doe not 
E© refht, then thoſe that doe fight upon. warlike 
& advantages. T here is no better exawpleto bee pro. 
« duced to your Highnefle . then of the ſelfe ſame 
&« Countrie of the Netherlands; in which, notwith- 
& ftanding that your Majeſtie hath placed ſuch 
& ſtrong Garriſons, yet in every ſtep ſuch prevailene 
© accidents doe occurre, that oftentimes the Afſay- 


© lants are overcome, by the.often oppoſitions that - 
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& theſe Fortreſſes uſe towards them : Even as on the 
« contrary, the Kingdome of Portugal, there being 
« no convenient Fortreſles to giue impediment 
& to the forces of the Souldiers, were ſuffered to 
« enter into the very heart of the landz they being 
«© not able - to make any maner of defences to 
<« defend the ſame. Another reaſon is, for that the 
«& Fortrefles are as prejudiciall tothe Afaylants, after 
& they haue obtained them, as they were before, by 
& reaſon the 'Conquerour is forced to diſtribute his 
« Army into many members, by which they are great- 
& ly weakned. $0 that, by this that hath becn ſpoken, 
« it may appeare,that it is much more convenient;nay, 
« 25 it ſcemeth, much more ealic for your Highnes to 
& puſh at Ewg/andthen the Netherlands, and therefore 1 
& will diſcourſe of that Enterpriſe z not in compariſon 
« of the other,as hecretofore.l hauedone,but in reſpe&t- 
« of itſelfe ; manifeſting certaine principles, which doe 
« betrer declareand make maniteſt the opportunity 8& 
&« facility therof. ln myopinion therfore.itis a thing not 
© to be doubted, it medicine is then truely ſo called 
* wholeſome,when it hath reference, not onely to the 
& offended part or member, but further-o cur ef the 
« roote of theevill. And therefore if your Majeſty ſhall 
« enterintothe conqueſt of the Netherlands, you but 
© peradventure cure the wounds of that rebe'lion, but 
&© you ſhall not cvacuatethe caules of the beginnings of 
6: theſe ill hu rors, which haue dayly ſent nouriſhment 
« to thediſeaſe : conſidering Englandis the place which 
« hath given ſuſtenance to the rebellious Stares. And 
* though theſe Provinces were yours for this preſent, 
« Jiſpoſition;yerwhat can that be, in a body ſubject to 
| C 3 conti- 
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& continuall ſuggeſtion ofmatter, which init owne nas 
© turepreſenterh in the ttomack ſome portion ot offen- 
& fue humour: Your Majeſtic muſt thertore neceſſari- 
* ly aſſault Eng/apg; tothe end you way atterwards ci- 
F ther ſecurely digeſt, 'or evacuatetheſe concourſes: 
& But todiſcomſc more at large of the facility of the 
< enterpriſe ; Ideny not truely but that England isa 
* very wighty Kingdome; and the greateſt Iland that 
«ever wee finde any mention made of by the Anci- 
© ents, ſeeing it containerh Scorlaud within the fawe, 
* running 2:00 Miles inacircu't, although our mo- 
© derne Writers make a compuration ot 200 leſle. By 
« Nature it hath beene favourcd with a ſecurity of a 
© wall, or with a rampart : bur yet notwithſtanding 
© it is moſt true, that the reputation that that lland 
© holderh in warlike actions, is rather grounded on 
© that it was in time palt, then that which it hath at 
* this preſent: and therefore as it often happeneth , 
© the minde growne-great, with the bundles of ima- 
& pinations wherewith it is maintained, though the 
* foundation whereon it dependerh be changed, and 
*« diminiſhed : Yet for all that, is the eitimation of 
* Exelend great in our mindes, becauſe wee all behold 
© it with the ſelfe ſame eye of conſideration. as wee 
© are wont to doe atall other times; when as in an- 
© cient, for ſucceſhon of more then 300 yeares, it 
© poſſeſſed Normanaie, Britaine, Gutenneand Gaſcoigne, 
* and made Scotland tributary, and for a long tiwe 
&© enjoyed the moſt part of the Kingdome of Frazce, 
& upon which Henry the 6, was mr rs crowned 
© ar Paris, But thole that haue diligently obſerved 
« her now when ſhec is deprived of ſo great forces 
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© and aide, will judge that ſhe is greater through 
« the reputation of her ancient fame, then for rac 
&« quality of her preſent power and force : and that 
_ ſhee is nowno more Exglazd, fo grievous and tcr- 
« tible to the greateſt Princes of Ewrope ; and fince 
&« that with.ſo unhappya reſa!ution ſhce tell into ob- 
« ſcurity , thee hath beene driven of neceffity to ſub- 
* mither ſelte to thoſe fearctull things, which altera. 
© tion of Religion and faith draw after them, . A moſt 
& mighty and prevailent meanes to the ruine and de. 
« clination of States : For if Religion be the onely 
& baſe of all the peoples obedience and loyalty, who 
« Joubteth, but that being removed, all rule of life 
*gocth to theground; and togetheralllawes, bath 
© Divine. and Humane haue diſpenſation. In which 
& parties; or rather habites, of this moſt pernicious 
& beaſt, are moſtmiſerable, how much the mutations 
« haue beene ſudden-and violent ; as aboue all other , 
* theſe of England hauc beene, which fromthe height 
&« of Religion threw it ſclfe headlong into the depth 
© of Infidelity; from whence rifing againe.into the 
© Catholike light from whence it came; and a freſh 
© ro fall ruinouſly into. the darkneſſe, of herelic s + 
« which is ſo PIERRE unto States.,, as there is no 
« oreater peltilencicz or that more weakens, the folli- 
« dity of their forces. England therefore in. theſe out- 
©« ragious ſtormes muſt needs haue ſuffered ſhip, 
& wrack, of which we may plainely ſce the effects, 
© if wee doe but abſerue ſhee hath loſt the foundati- 
« on, whereupon no lefſc her reputation, then ſecu- 
© rity was grounded: that is, ſhee hath loſt the power 
« and authority which ſometimes ſhee, had in- ſea- 
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* affaires ; for in times paſt chis lland maintained a 
* great number of *Shippes, and kept a continuall 
** Fleete of Armes, whereupon it came to paſſe; that 
* minding to try the ſtrength of her owne forces, the * 
* preparation was adiirablez amongſt others wee 
may ſee that when Henry the fixth of England, 
went againſt Chay/es the fixth of France, with neere 
" eight hundred great Ships, which made a bridge 
> overthe Occan: bur the quantity of that Iland is 
* ſo diverſe, and changed, that {ince the dayes of 
* Henyy ſeventhand eighth, ir hath not beene able to 
* maintaineone hundred ordinary Ships; which it was 
* wOnt to wey, and haue in readineſle for the ſecu. 
© rity ofthe State: and further, this land hath been 
© puttoſuch pinches, that they haue not onely beene 
© conftrained to diminiſh, bur to {ell out-right a- great 
© part of their Shipping, which both was, and is, 
© their onely ſecuritie from forraigne danger: fo 
* much moreurgentin Princes is feare of preſent po- 
« yerty, then the reſpect of their futureſafery. Sothat 
* now, comming to reſolue on the point of facility , 
© that your Majeſty ſhall now finde in that Enter- 
< priſe againſtthis Tland, I will offer to your Higbneſſe 
& two principall heads; the: one of the Defendant, 
© che other ofthe Aſſaylant, whereby I willſhew, that 
© theaſſayled isas unable to defend, as the Defend- 
* ant is to afſayle. As for the Defendant ( which is 
© the Kingdome of England) itmay certainly be aver- 
*red, that it cannot ſtand out in defenſiue warre 
« againſt the forces of your Majeſtic, if you will 
* but invade it with the proviſions, which is eafie 
* for you to compaſſe, and ſuch as the Epter. 
| priſc 
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« priſe, andiraportayce of the aQiors requineth; the 
41 Levy gong y ſhew for divers reſpe&. The 
* firſt is 3 becauſe, as I haue ſaid, the le of Emgl/and is 
&* poore; and therefore is berdebility ſuch, as if ſhe 
* ſhould go about to managea defenſive war againſt 
© ſo mighty and potent, asyour'Catholike Majeſtic, 
© ſhe might as well goe about to ſuſtaine heaven 
& on her ſhoulders, being neither Altides nor 
& 4:44. The ſeeond is, for the conſideration of 
& the neceſhtic which poſſeſſeth there the Stateof 
& Exgland; hath no more in readinefle ſuch num. 
& ber of ſhippes as were ſometimes maintained for 
« the protection and ſecurity of their Kingdome. 
« Therhird is,thatthcKingdom of England,by care- 
& leſnefle negleted,, or by pouertic omitted, to 
« haue alwaycsin readineſle, prepared, orprai. 
«ſed Men, Armes, or proviſion, as all - other 
& Princes haue, totheend they may be a'ipreſentre- 
&© medy to all ſuddain Inſurre&ions,which growerh 
& either at home or abroad. The fourth is, becauſe 
&.the deſire of Innovation is proper to the King- 
© dome, whoſe mindes doe alwaies-aſpire after 
« change; and whoſbever doth 'not-obſerue for- 
& wer hiſtories , will judge rhar- her-ſeditiouscon- 
« ſpiracics, and every other cffe& of adiſturbed-and 
& moving minde, hauc had their proper neſt; being 
& ſtirred upwith confiderations,which being accom- 
« panied with the ordinary diſpoſitis of the people 
| to be alwaics attempting of new things, may ea- 
& fily.of a ſuddaine, if it were affaulted; put the 
« Realme into confufion ; efpecially whien the Ar- 
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:C1all-preſentic Rite, achirrebyinbejsmaytiberally 
*5{covertheir heatrswinhotit being chaſtiſed.Soag 
& this people being any wayiill-afteted, which meet. 
* ing with their manocrot diſpoſition, may perad- 
<« venmuccalilygiue occafion, ityour Majeſty had 
&* jo party in Exglard,whichyouthallncver faile off 
& to ſome vnlookedor ation,if your Catholik Ar. 
© mies.did but{hewthemſclues. It being ſo ordina-

as that noble Common-wealths'man Demoſthenes; 
againſt Philip of Macedon in behalte ofthe Athenians 
which no doubt hath much affinity with our caſe at 
thistime. For Phillio ſeeing whillt he had warre with 
Athens ( at which he principally aimed) hee could 
never overcome the other Provinces of Thebeans, 
Lacedemonians, The(ſalians, Thocians, O imtans, and the 
reft, and till they were overcome he could. never 
get Athens,began to take gnother courſe: which was, 
to bribe with mony and gitts,Councellours or Ora- 
rors of that State to be ot his ſidezand by that means 
to be ſecure trom the forces of that Republique or 
Common-weal!th, till he had, by one and one, over- 
camethe reſt. But good Demoſthenes perceived him 
by and by, and warned the Thebeans of thatTreaſon; 
but theſetraitors of Philiprfaftion being grown great 
inthe Citic, by meanes of the bounty they had dai. 
ly received for rewards of their treaſon; as alſo the 
Athenians were then, as we are now, not willing to 
heare of any wartes or change to be brought againſt 
them; which alwayes theſe Traitors joyne withthe 
multitude, in aſſuring them that Philip of Macedor 
meant them no harm, was the onely cauſe that all the 
other Provinces afarenamed were overcome;but'al- 
ſo the noble and ſtately Citie by him and Antepatoy 
his ſucceflour. And therfoxe fince that like examples, 
whilſt the world doth laſt, will bring forth like 
cffeAs, 1 will be of Nemothenet minde;. if fince we 
cannot ſhunne the warres with Spavy, - cither at this 
time,or hereafter,when hehath madebimſelfe more 
ſtrong ; either by the conqueſt of his neighbours, or 
other wig . that you ſhould begin with-him whilſt 
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owhattethe adyantage of him ; and then-you ſhalt 
by proofe ftade how profitable it willbeunto you z * 
waen you muſt needs doea thing, rode it witha 
courageand cheertulneſle, and foralmuch as there is 
noman ofanother minde,but chat we ſhall haue'the 
King of Spaine,” by ſomuch more our mighty ene. 
my,the greater Princes ſuffer him to be. Oh why be 
we ſo backward, or why linger you oh noble King, 
the great Commander of the-braue ſpirits of the 
Eneliſh 4nd. Scattiſh Nation;.ta:doe that in'reafon 
and necellity you ought?: Our fathers, - when they 
were Maſters but of one part of the Ile, were never 
wont to feare any thing in matters of war, but if the 
Skie ſhould fall upon chem, , ſaijed over :taany a. Sea 
to inake their weapons glifter in the bowels otather 
Kingdomes;. being by the honeſty of their ations; 
and nobleneſſe of their courage aſluzed. And ſhall. 
your Majeſty,by whoſe bleſſed arrivalto this part of 
your Anceſtors,& having,brought hom? once again 
in your ſhip of Vaion,que brerhren and kinſmen,no: 
lefle valiant then our felues, being-deſended from 
the bloud of our Anceſtours, and turned from us by: 
the iniquity oftime, and diſſeationsof ſome mmurti- 
nous perſons of either parts; which wemuſt notac< 
count proceeded by conſent of both peoplezneither: 
meaſurethe intents of great nations according to the 
notable wickedneſle of ſome particulars? Shall you: 
fay,who hath renewedagain theaacientfame ofthis. 
Ile ( by which, for Valour, for-Men, for Munitions,: 
for Engines, for Varre,no Prinee under heaven can. 
lightly compare) be doubtfull to undertake awarre: 
<0 which. you are ſo. necellarily inciteds: as My 
| the - 
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tne glory of God, the aduancement of Chriſtian 
Religionin all parts; as allo your particular ſafety, 
which can never becertaine to You,nor us your poſe 
terity, but by the abatement of the Spaniſh great. 
neſlc,by meanes whereof many murders,-maſlacres, 
and reb<llions haue been made in Europe. Nono 
(my renoumed Soveraigne)be it far from your mag- 
nanimous mind,to harbour a thought ſo unworthy 
that vertuc,that ſhineth ſo apparant in all mens eyesg 
bur rather ſince the nature of the Countries, the in- 
clinationof che Subjes,and the valours ofthe peo-= 
ple, doe ſecke to overcome the violence of the ene- 
mies ; let them be ſeconed by the Kingly command, 
under which word, there is noqueſtion of viRorie, 
Your Predeceſſours of famous memory, undertook 
theſe warres upon diſcreet, and premeditated conſj- 
derations; not onely chewed for many yeares toge- 
ther,bur likewiſe digeſted by the experience of time, 
Concluſions of the Speriards part of divers things 
againſt rhis State, 8& probability of many more dan- 
gers like to enſue, both againſtthe people and coun. 
try : Andtherefore ( moſt renouined Soveraign) if 
the addition you adde in your owne Greatneſle and 
Perſon, to this your right inheritance of England, be 
not ſufficient toalter the conſideration of your for- 
mer policies, in my minde ; you ought to be well 
adviſed,before you ftray from the pathes of yourPre. 
deceſſours, who built their only ſafety upon the pre. 
ſervation of the Netherlands, and abatement of the 
Spaniards Greatneſle, as by diuersexcellentreaſons, 
wherupon they undertook openly theſe warres,ma 
appear,But perhaps it may be faid,thatthe perſon oF 

the 
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the Prince doth alter the pretence of the enemy 1 
hopel ſhall needeto lay little on that point, to ſo 
highly wiſe, learned and juditious a Lord, as your 
Highneſlezeſpecially when 1tis apparant to yourMa- 
jeſtie,that the Spar/aras build their certain Greatneſſe 
vpon noonething ſo muchas the ruinand deſtruQti. 
on of this land,as by their foregoing projets appear- 
cth. But moreover, if they could not love the Prin- 
ces of their bloud, race, and kindred; as the King of 
Naples, Cicilyand Navarre, whom they not onely de- 
poſcd from their Kingdomes, but likewiſe ſome of 
them from their liues, under no pretence of reaſon 
or juſtice,but onely thirſting after bloud and Seignio. 
ries, Iſhall infinitely miſtruſt his regard of the ſafety 
of your noble and fotunateIfſue. And if your Ma. 
jeſty will goe by precedent ( which is moſt fit to moſt 
ations that doc miniſter themſelucs to men) and bur 
cxamine how the Monarchy of Spainehath bur rai. 
ſed himſelfe to his Greatnes, you ſhall no doubt per- 
cciue(by comparing rime paſt,with that which is like 
to follow ) the irrecoverable dangers youare like to 
fall into, by making peace with them,that for advan- 
tage will hold itReligion to breake with you. And 
for that, from Ferdinandot Aragens time they haue 
begun to render themſclues fo fearfull to theirneigh. 
bours, which as it were yeſterday,your Highnes may 
acquaint yourſelfwith theirunjuſta@ions,which are 
frelh in memory totheir unchriftianlike wounds, gi- 
ven to many Chriſtian Princes, ſtill bleeding; where- 
by you way the better diſcerne and diſtinguiſh them. 
For as Ferdinand himſelfe, which was the roote from 
whence their Princes} a was-no King in his 
: time 
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time more unjuſt, more cruell, or more bloudy, 
thirſting after bloud, and breach of taith with all 
Princes, with whom hee had to doe; although 
they were his Couſen-germaines , his brother in 
law, his Siſters and Neece; and indeed laid his 
foundation of the Spaniſh Monarchy upon ſuch baſe 
and treacherous foundations : For Charles the 
fifth, how hee behaved himſelfe in his time 
amongſt the Princes of Chriſtendome, I cannoe 
more aptly referre your Majeſtic to a briefe re- 
lation thercof, then by an Oration made by a 
worthy Gentleman, who had particularly acquain- 
ted himſelfe with the accidents of that time, 
which hee wrote, and dedicated to the two young 
Earles of Embdex long ſince. For Phillip the ſecond, 
what bloud hath hee cauſed to be ſhed both in 
England, Portugal, France, the Netherlandsand Jre- 
land, is it nut knowne to all Chriſtian Prin- 
ces? Beſides, the often ſecking of the innocent 
bloud, of that moſt noble, and thrice renou= 
med Predeceſſour of famous memory Elizabeth, 
Queene otthis land, which if, ſo it were, there were 
no other witnefſe of his Goatiſh and: Moorifh-in. 
Clination ( as there are thouſands ) were 'it not 
enough to enroule and memorize him in the 
ranke of unworthie and tyrannous Potentates ? 
For Phillip the third, although hee be young, 
yet is hee a Spaniard: and whatſoever the wiſeft 
of the world haue ever thought of the nature and 
qualltic of a Spaniard, is apparant's For Frazcs. 
Guicciardine ( a man fo ſufficient, as the very rec- 
koning of his very worth and perfeftions would 
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© require a ſtory) faith of them The Spaniſh 
* Nation are covetous and deceitfull, and where 
© they bee at libertie, exceeding outragious, ty- 
&* rannous, and very proud and inſolent, And A- 
&® drew . ; a famous Senatour of Yexice, faith 
* of themz That they are untaithfull, ravenous, 
* and the moſt unſatiable ot all Nations ; For 
& whereis it ( aithhee ) of all the parts of the 
& world, where thele infamous Harpies ſet their 
* feete, which is not defiled with the foot-ſteps 
© of moſt abominable vices; and yet the ſhot of 
© their Piſtols doe ſo dazell the eyes of many in 
& this land, that they are notaſhamed todefend 
& them to be the molt noble, moſt faithfull,and moſt 
& honourable Nation in the world. Another writes 
&« of them ; That they are loathſome Swine, thee- 
« yiſh Owles, and bragging Peacocks : For (faith 
© he) whoſoever would behold the liuely protra- 
& ture of them, without troubling himſelf: with 
& the overturnivg of Martial or Terence, let him but 
& behold the grim ſpeech of a ſtately Spaniard. By 
whom, moſt mightic Prince, I may well ſay, and 
according to truth , that the world of Americe 
wasnot {o much unknowne tothe former ages, as : 
their monſtrous outragious, and new deviſed cruel- 
ties, Which theſe diveliſh and tyrannous Spaniards 
haucunhumanely pra&iſed amongſtthe {imple and 
innocent people, as appeareth by Doz Barthoimew de 
Ia Caſas Bilhop of . . . andotheroftheirown 
Hiſtoriographers. And although my (clfe, beng 
a ſtranger, which haue ſowe time ſerved again 


them, both inthe Indies andelſe where, could lay 
E 2 muc 
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mich of their cruelties, by relation of ſuch their 
flaues as I hauetaken, yet for that my eycs haue not 
ſcenethem,l will forbare in modeſty to charge them , 
onely I willrelate, from the mouth of a true repor- 
ter, a worthy Gentleman of this Land, Sir Francis 
Drake,one truthzthat by that, your Majeſtic might be 
induced to belecue the reft. He once talking with me 
© of the 1»jes, told me, That he being in the South 
& Sea, after he had taken his prize, he had thought to 
© haue ventured to haue come home by the North+« 
& ward, and ſtood his courſeto theIle of Canes, be- 
© ing 12. degrees of the North latitude, and from 
« thence to Aqu4 Palce, unon the maine,being 16 de- 
& recs, at oneof the Poort townes of the Citie of 
&* Aſixico; where going a ſhore, he found an old Ne. 
< 9ro, tyed inachaine of 20 yardslong, which had 
&© been condemned by the juſtice ofthe placezfor that 


«* ſometimes being oppreſſed with too wuch labour, 


& the poor old man would runne into the woods, and 


& abſent himſelfe from his Majeſtics worke, his ſen- 


& rence was, that he ſhould be whipped,with whips, 
& til he wasall raw and bloudy;and afterwards being 
« rycd in achaine to be eaten with flics,which poore 
' © ſoule hee releaſed from that miſerable death, and 
* took him away with him: And therefore oh Twrke, 
* oh Sathians, and Tartarians, rejoyce ycenow all, 
« ſince now, there is to be found at this day a Nation 
© in Chriſtendome, which by the unhappy and cur- 
© {ed behaviour, doe increaſethe hatred that men 
* haue bome to the barbarous and ungraciousctu. 
© elties. And therefore, moſt renowned Soveraigne, 
I ſhould be ſory, in regard of the premiſes, that you 
| ſhould 
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ſhould commit ſo greata fault in the government of 
the great & mighty Kingdomes,which is not ſuffera- 
ble to a privare Captaine overa tew ſouldiers, to ſay, 
I dot not thinke it : {o when hee hath by his owne te- 
merity, or fool-hardineſle, committed an ation for 
want of duereſppa, tothe ſubjects, undertaken that 
hath made him diſaltrous, and unfortunate in his ho- 
nour, and the times of his people, ( which deſire 
rather to giue themreceived Lawes . . . For 
the deſire of honour to aduance States, and cnlarge 
Kingdomes, is naturally grafted in the hearts of all 
Princes of noble ſpirits; and there was never any 


King, ofa worthy and high courage, but deſired to. 


leaue to hispoſterity the memorie of ſome nable and 
worthy ation: (as the Armerican world) by doing 
whereof, you ſhall not onely procure ſafety to your 
ſelfe, and thoſe that ſhall ſucceed you in-your R oyall 
Seate, but generall happinefſe roſo many millions of 
people, which atthis day (it in darknefſe and the ſha. 
dow of death ; and is a. thing fo farre from diſcom. 
mendation or reproachgas you ſhall be ſo qualified in 
all ſucceeding ages, with the moſt happy, moſt gra- 
cious, and moſt fortunate Princes of the world, Bur 
yet I doe not deny, but Princes may haue ſuch 
grounds andrealcns to truſt ſome priuate men,or for. 
raigne Princes, a3 being deceived by them, and they 
ſhould ſay, [never would haue thoaght it, yetare not 
worthy. of reprehention : . as for example; That 
Prince ought notto bee bla:ned, rhar hath put in a 
Fortreſſe ſome one Captainezor place, ina Countrey 
ſom onePrince,either of which haue received goods 
or honours fromihim, and-yet inthe end is Gy, 
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by thew, and heereupon the knowledge thereof 
ſhould lay, I would never baue chought it, that ſuch 
a'man {hould baue betraiced me, that Prince is not to 
beblamed; as it happened to Lewis Morre Duke of 
Arllaine, who having committed the Caltle of the 
Citie to one Damerazne Cover, whom he had (o abſo- 
lutely raiſed , and wade obliged tohim by infinite 
graces and benefits; yet notwithſtanding was by 
the ſaid Covert betrayed to his perpetuall diſhonour 
and.infanue. This Duke was no way to bee blamed, 
As alſo your Majeſtic ought not to be reproved, who 
providing for every milchicte, is aſſailed by ſome 
ſtrange accidents, that was not pofhble for your 
Majeſtie, in judgement or councell to foreſee, or 
| prevent : asbeing nor poſſible with reaſon to fore- 

ſee athing, whichof it ſelfe isa thing without rea- 
ſon. As for example, was that moſt grievous acci- 
dent of the powder, and other munition , prepared 
tobe ſentto diverſe places before the Caſtle gate of 
the ſaid Citie, which tooke fire, and was burnt by 
lightning from heaven whenthe weather was faire 
and cleere,whereby afterwards enſuedtothe State ſa 
wany loſſes and diſcommodities : upon this occa« 
ſion, if the Captaine of the Caſtle ſhould haue 
ſaid, 71 had never thoug bt that this weather would 
haue brought ſo great and unfortunate 4 chance to me, 
hee had delerved no reproofe at all. But it be- 


fore your Majeſtics eyes, it be apparant, that a. 


manifeſt knowne enemy to the State, who as De. 
moſthenes ſaid , hates the verie Religion of A4- 
thens, who hath not onely long thirſted"after the 
Seigniotie of your Kingdame, 'in his fecret de- 
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ſignes, but likewiſe by open force of fire and 
ſword hath aſſailed them 5; If you will eruft ſuch 
an one, and after upon his breaking ſay, Tow 
would not have beleeved that the King of Spaine 
world haut deals ſo with yow : Doubtleſſe (renou- 
med Soveraigne ) the world. will nor taile'to taxe 
you: with ſuch careleſinefle and improvidence, 
as T hope ſhall never haueany affinity with your maſk 
Excellent Majeſtic, or any other of your Royall 
Off-ſpring that ſhall ſway the Scepter of this no. 
bleIle. Andtherefore( my gracious Lord )- in my 
judgement, you ought to doe.in-this, ſo great. a 
mareer of State, as concluding a: peace with fo 
dangerous enemies as the Spaniſh Nation , as 
good and wile Carpenters ſceme to doe in ſub. 
Rantiall buildingsz. which is, to make a ſure founda» 
tion, leſt by ebiring minde or breach of: the ene- 
mic you be.overthrowne. And whereas he ſaith in 
the foregoing proje&,. that hee hath right and 
goodtitle to the Crowne of England, by vertue of 
his Grandfather and Predeceſſours ( which Lknow 
to be otherwiſe) yet contrarilycan Iproue your Ma- 
jeſtie, by the-vertne of-your Grandfather- of fa. 
mous memory Henry the 7, to bce as rightfull 
Heire to all thefirme land of the Indies, as the King 
of Spain is.tothellands of C#ba, Jannare and Hiſ. 
' paniola, with the. reſt of the lands. of Zucaites 
Grante, and Antile 2. and for that it is not-incon- 
venient fully to take notice, and underftand how 
theſe Kings intitles thewſelues &rheir Succeflors to 
theright and Signiories of the 1ndres,l haue thoughs: 
@ goodtoſer downe my opinion, how. many wayes. 
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they doe,otmay take their claim: And firſt by diſco- 
very ſccondly,by the Popes gitt;thirdly, by conſent 
of the peopleztourthly,by conquett and conſent. So 
as if neither ot theſe be able to prouec or giue a good 
and ſufficicnrritle (or at leaſt ſuch a one as may barre 
you andother Princes that will, to inhabite in thoſe 
parts) Iknow no reaſon why your Majeftie ſhould 
not doeas he hath done; that is,to poſlefle as much 
as youcan. of thoſe Heathen Countries; eſpecially 
where the Spaniard is not feared, nor hath nocom. 
mand: whereby you might not onely propagate the 
Chriſtian faith amongſtchoſe Pagans and inhidels, as 
youare bound to doe, as much as youcan ; but a gol- 
den world to the Crowne of Eneland:wherby you be 
moreenabled, as well to undertake a forraigne warre 
againſt the enemy of the Chriſtian name; as alſoto 
make your Statethe more ſtrong by the 1ndjas trea- 
ſures, againſt ſuch of your acighbours as ſhall envie 
our Highneſle. And therefore to cometo this Title: 

t he claime his intereft by poſſeſhon and firſt Diſco- 
very(which doubtleſſe mult be the ſtrongeſt title that 
he can challenge ) then your Majeſtic hath as much 
title for all the firme land of the Indies, as he hath for 
theſe Ilands before named. As for proofe of this, the 
Captaines of Henry the 7, being Sebaſtian Cabot, and 
his companions,diſcoveredthe lland ofthe /ndzes,.on 
the north part of the Indies, from 60 degrees,coatting 
thenorth latitude;the very yeare before Chriſtian Co- 
lambu diſcovered the highland of De#14,0n the ſouth 
part of the /ndies; which was the firſt day that ever 
the Spaniards ſaw the maine, and tooke poſſeſſion 
of that new Diſcovery in the. behaltc of ay - 
tc 
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the 5, and his ſucceſſours their Lord and Maſter. $0 
as if firſt Diſcovery and Poſſeſhon be his Title, your 
Majeſtic preceding him in that @id T itle, muſt neceſ- 
farily precede him in che rightthereof. 1t he claime 
it by the gitr of Pope A/exandey the fixth, then it 
muſt be argued whetherthe ſaid Pope had power to 
giue it, yea, or nog it nor, thenthe gitt is voide in it 
ſelfe : if yea, he muſt proue it either by Divine or 
Humane Argument; for Humane he cannot, for that 
no way belonged to him, or any other Chriſtian 
Prince or Petentate, at thattimez nor wereſo much 
as ever heard of, before that preſent Diſcovery of 
Colambas, upon which the gift was made in the yeare 
of grace 1492» Allthings never knowne to him, or 
his Anceſtors, can no way of right belong to him or 
them; ſoas not belonging to him directly or by cir. 
cumſtance, hee had no rightto giue or diſpoſe there- 
of, either in preſent or future; and thus for Humane. 
For Divine Arguments; if he ſay he gaue them as 
Chriſts Vicar, whereby he may diſpoſe of Kings or 
Kingdoms, he muſt prouethat authorityby the word 
of God, orelſe weare not bound to beleeuc him, or 
thinke his gift of any value. As for example, if hee 
be bur Chriſts ſeruant here on earth, hee muſt chal- 
Icnge to himſelfe nomore prerogative then his Ma- 
ſter tocke on him whilſt he was on earth ; forif hee 
doe,it is a grear token of prideand arrogancie. And 
our Saviour being but requeſted to make a lawfull dz. 
viſion of a certaine inheritance betwixt one and his 
brother, refuſed to doe it ; ſaying, 40 made me 4 
ludge over you? as alſo he confeſſed openly to Pilate, 


@ Thar his Xizedome is not of this world, Why then doth 
F the 
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the Pope, whoacknowledgeth himlelfe to be no ber. 
ter then his ſervant, takeupon him the giuing of ſo 
wany Kingdomes ofthis world. But the Pope, ſay 
they, gaue /rel/and to Henry the 2,and his ſucceſſours : 
and indecd they did ſoin word ; but when had he itz 
when he had faſt footing in it,and when Dernitius the 
King of Lemter had made the King of Exgland his 
Heire. But for all that donation, had notthe Kings of 
this land, but the ſharpneſle of the ſword more pre- 
vailed,then by this gitt, the Popes donatis had ſtood 
in little ſtead ; neither did the relt of the Iriſh Kings 
adinit orallow of the Popes Donation; for if they 
had, they would never haue rebelled fo often againſt 
this Crowne. But to concludethis point; though we 
confeſle, that the Popes haue done this or that, yet it 
is nogood argument,in my opinion, to ſay that they 
did it, and therefce it was lawful!,unleſſe they could 
ſhew they did it rightfully, But the Popes gitt of the 
Welt Indies,may well be compared to the Sermon of 
Iudge Molrneux his Chaplin in Queen Maries dayes, 
who would make it appeare, by a lively text out of the 
Scripture to his Pariſhioners, whatalying knaue the 
divell was ; and for his Text,he tooke the place where 
the divell xooke Chriſt and. carried him up to the 
mountaine, from whenc he ſhewed him all the King- 
doms of the world;& told himit be would fal downe 
and worſhip him, he would giue themall unto him. 
* My Maſters (quoth he) by this you may well per. 
© ceive whatalyer he is; for he had no morerightto 
« have given him theſe Kingdomes (if he would haue 
« fallen down and worſhipt him,) then my ſelfe, that 
<©<.4m now inthe Pulpit, It I ſhould fay to you all @ 
now 
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© now; Sirs,if you will all fall downe and worſhip 
& me, betore I goe out of the Church,I will giue eve. 
* ry man his Copic-hold for ever, which it [ſhould 
& doe, l ſhould giue you your livings in words : Bur 
© my Maſters (quoth he) that fit there below to 
& whom they belong, would take them from you 
© 2paine : and therefore ( faith he) if he had given all 
© theſe Kingdomes to Chriſt,the Kings of theearth, 
© to whom by right they did pertaine, would never 
& haue ſuffered him to haue injoyed them; And fo for 
that,--For the earth is the Lords, andall that dwell thertn, 
he founded and prepared it, as in the Plalmiſt : and ſo 
conſequently, neither the Popes, northe diuils, doe 
diſpoſe to whom they pleaſe. The copie of which 
fooliſh donation of the Popes, truely tranſlated our 
of the originall, hath beene delivered to your Maje- 
ſie long lince, and ( Ihope) peruſed before this 
time. To proue that he hath no generall conſent of 
all the people and Nationsof the. 72dies, appeareth 
moſt evidently, by this reaſon;; for that no Spaniard 
farther inhabiteth northward then Florida, where 
they haue but two little Forts or Villages, the one 
called S. A»ſtire, the other S. Helena: All the reſt 
of thathugh.tra, whoſe infiniteneſſe is ſuch, (as no 
mortall rongue-can expreſle, noreye hath ſeeney)doe 
not ſo.much as think+here is another world but that 
they themſclues inhabite, except ſome few of them 
which dwell ypon the edges. of the ſhore; that ſome- 
times fee both us, the French, the Dutch; and the Spa* 
niard, when we comea fiſhing, but are not able to 
diſtinguiſh ofus, but thinke us all one people ; then 

@ how can we imagine, that theſe people have freely 
F 2 given 
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given rhemſclues to the Spaniſh obedience, and ac. 
knowledgehim tor their Lord and King, when they 
never 19 much. as heard that there was ſuch a man or 
Nation. Againe, from Capi culli formia, all the 
land that :unneth-and waketh the ftrange of Aniay, 
and the Netherlands thereof, whoſe bounds and li. 
mits are neverdiſcovered; the Spanyard hath not ſo 
much as once ſeared himſelfe ro make himſelfe 
knowne, whereby taere mighr bee any likelyhood 
that they had acknow:edged him for their Sove- 
raigi.c. And for us to belecue that the Spaniard is 
Lord of ſuch, whom he hath never feen nor knowen, 
nor they him, were a waniteſtſigne of a ſtrong faith 
in us, ' And there were no way torany man to make 
me beleeue Miracles ſooner, then by making me be- 
leene this : for after the beliefe of this, I ſhould ne- 
verdoubt of any miracle, though he ſhould tell me a 
thouſand ina day: Sothat ifthis title come not by 
conſent of all in generall, he neither ougbrto write 
himſelfe Lord of thewhole Indies, nor debar other 
Chriſtians from conquering or trading in thoſe parts 
where the Spanyard hath neither refidencenor Seig- 
niory, nor command. Ifhe challenge right by con. 
queſt and conſent then muſt heclaimenomore,then 
he hath by conqueſt and confent obtained. As for 
example, all that part of the. Weft Indies, which ar 
this day is ſcatteringly inhabited by the Spanyards 8 
Portugals, isalmoſt contained intwo Tropicks,  ex- 
cepting the two ſmall Villages of Saint Aavguſtine 
and Helena in Florida, the. Province of new Biſcay 
Northwards, and five Villages or Townes neere the 
River of Plate; called Santo Sprinto, Saint Anne, the ,,

But:if hee 
ſhould admit you, I thinke it nog convenient thac 
your Majeltic-{hould befo fatisfred, for:fo ſhould 
youdoe your ſclfc,and other Chrittian Princes, grear 
wrong: for his Townes and Caſtles are ſo divided, 
and ſuch maſles of land and Kingdom betwixt them, 
which be hath no right, nor dare toenter as being 
duely conſidered by your Majeſtic, hee ought nor 


toclaime no more,then he oughr toclaime the King- 


dome of Frawce, becauſe his Fort of Graweling is of 
one fide, and South Arabia on the other, France be- 
ing in the midſt berweene themy orto claime France; 
becauſe his Frontiers in#aly bound it on the one (ide, 
and Spaine on the other: or to claime the lland of 
the Yeaetians and the Turks in Levant ; for that Cicilia 
and $4rdinis,.anda few: others belong' to/him, that 
ſtands in that Sea:Or claime all the [lands or Shoares 
in Barbarie, tor that he hath a Caſtic or xwo-in-the 
Straits, and another in Libis.

. Which-haye been familiar unto us; whoſe light by the 
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iniquity of the time, . and troubleome 'warres- in / 


thele.parts,- ie ro-us beene hidden; ialthovgh to 
the Ancient well knowne, - where they: began their 
foolerie. Betwixt the Caſtle: ot 4rgivein Lil fe, and 
the lland of Macesintheriver of Carcos,tn thic King- 
dome of Chim, . the toolilh Portwgals ſay all is theirs, 


when wany4 hundred Kings fas abſoluteand poyer. 


full in regard of people, as any King intheſe-parts ) 
dwelleth betwixt, and admitthe Port#gals by way of 
petition or bribes, to dwell in ſome place by the Sea 
fide, and trafique with them g neither dare they lay 
claime to any Kingdome , but onely to ſuch For. 
treſſes, Faftories and Villages, on the Sea fide, as 
perforce and favour of the lland they are admitted to 
dwell in, as woſt excellently appeareth by anſwere 
of Charles the fifth, made unto the Embaſſadours of 
Portugal, anno 1522, when they came to require and 
beſeech him, that his ſubjects the Spenwiards, might 
not trade nor commerce, as then they did, inthe 
conqueſt or navigation of the Portugals; whoafter a 
moſt perewptory and nobleanſwerot his part, told 
«chem he knew no reaſon, neither would he ſuf. 
©ferthem,that his ſubjects ſhould be prohibited free- 
& 1y,to paſſe into any country where the hope of gain 
&« offereth it ſelfe; . and that if the Portugals in the 
«cauſe of their Trade, ſhould doe any violence to 
6 any of his people, either in their perſons or goods, 
© he would berevenged neerer home,meaning upon 
«<theKingdome of Portugal. With which anfiwer,at 
that time, the Lucieans were forced to depart. Which 
anſwer, if it ſhould pleaſe your Majeſtie to returne

reaſon 
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reaſon how it can any way be /bettered,, having (0 
good a prelident,as their owne King againſt the Por-- 
i#zals, upon the lame ſubie&. But tor the. Ports- 


ga/s,where all their ſtrength is ſeated, l megne upon 


the coalt of Maluber,, where they haue;more Forts: 
and Caſtles, then. in- all Jz4j«,befides; .the Kings 
doe ſo. pen-and locke them.yp.intheir Garriſpnsand- 
Forts,as they can haue nothing rhe.Countrie yeeld.., 
etb,but by their friend(hip procured.by.yearly bribes. 
As forexainple, tothe King ofiCathae,. they pay an 
yewly tribute of 2560900 Reis; tothe King of Primer. 
f4 -  - Reis; ro the mother of the King of P/-. 
ments yearly 36000:Reisz. to the King of Pargnues 
yearly 72000; £9 the King of Manfate; yearly 7 2000! 
Reisz to Carts Babus, the proper name of a man of 
account upon the coalt,an yearely tribute. of 42009 
Reis; to the ES are brethren and Kings, 
an yearly ttibute of 72000 Reis... All which lummes: 
or tribute, are.impoſed upon the King,and Cuſtome. 
of. goods, brought from theſe parts. As;for-their, 
credit and reputation among(t theſe Heathens, . is is 
ſo ſmall, .eicher for teare they hane of them, pr. loue. 
they beare rothem, that, when. wee, and the Hollau- 
ders pay no: Cuſtome for. goods. bought and ſolde. 
there, they make the Portzgals pay 30 per hundred,. 
we.going free beforetheir faces, and they paying be- 
fore ours. ,,, {þ40 SE Fo. 
By this, . your Majeſtic may well perceiue, what. 
baſe account the Princes in thoſe parts. make ofthem 
there; and yet theſe vainglorious Woodcocks, will 
be very angry with us, if we will not belecue,,; when 
they ſay, chat. allcbe.Eaſt zdes is theirs, MmdrGhey 
C.. 
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have coriquered'it. In ſelfe manner © ( moſt renow- 
ned Soveraigne) ſtand the Kings of the Welt 1ndies 
with the Spaniards, both in the South ſea, upon the 
Kingdowe of Cheley, Rets, Perw, and others; asat 
this cies apparant by the Kings of Che/ev,” who 
hath within this few yeares beaten down the 5 a5 4-4 
and wonnefrom them the Towne of Jwperial,wicre- 
in was wont tobe placed and maintained one of the 
greateſt Garriſons of the South Seaz and nor onely 
razed it tothe ground, but likewiſe kild and dr iven 
the Caflilians quite from them. Even fo, upon the 
Eaſt and Norch part of the nates, both vpon the 
Coaſt of Brazil, with all rhe firm land uponthe /naies 
from Parabis.to Cartagene, the-gulte of Yraba, the 
gulfe of Mixice, and all alongſt the Coaſt of Bahays, 
.. even totheir Forts in Florida, they are in continuall 
warres with the Kings and peoples of thoſe lands. 
And furely-underyour Highnefle pardon,] am confi- 
dent of this opinion, that it bath been a waine poli- 
cie of the Kings of Spaine, for thele many yeares, to 
keep us in continual warres one with another in theſe 
rts; or if not, to encourage us himſelfe; where- 
y being forced to looke to our home defences, wee 
might not haue meanes to diſcover theſe his invaſt- 
ons abroad, whereby he puts a maske before all the 
Princes eyes of Europe. And therefore fince hee's 
now layd open, and by no Nation ſo mnch as by 
your Majeſties ſubjects of this land; I hope, for the 
prevention of furure miſchiefe againſt this State, as 
tor other honourable reſpe&s, and prevailent Rea-

ſons, in challenging' 6f that which is 'your owne; 
or at leaſt as _ yours as his ; you willnot bee un- 
windtul 
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mindfull; which doubtlefle will not tend onely to 
theenlightning, afmany ſoules, which to this day 
have ſate.in the. ſhadow of death, bur likewiſe lay 
a ground ( as beforeſaid) for the ſafety and preſerya- 
tion of your States, Glorie, Perſon and Poſterity, in 
deſpite of the*Spaniſh treacherics in the time to 
come, which otherwiſe by no meancs, by the wit 
of mortall man can be prevented, as upon my life, - 
by circumſtances I will make apparane. | 

But leaſtthis field ofreaſoning, whereintoI hane 
walked, bc too tedious unto your Highneſle, I will 
briefly end; referring my ſelfe to Argument with 
any one, againſt this miſchievous and poyſonous 
peace with Spaine, which I doeſee, cannot bucproue 
very fatall-to your Majeſtic and Common-wealth. 
And though I be not called, yet conſidering 1 am 
your ſubje&, I cannot forbeare, in reſpet of my 
great and loyallaffetiontayour Majeſtie,the Prince, 
with the reft. of the noble Iflue, and:my native Coun. 
trey, I cannot bur: preſume ro ſpeake of ſuch things , 
which Ithinke now fitto be conlidered; eſpecially ar 
this time: even as AMercaric Gataner, Chancellourof 
Spaine, did againſt the peace that was concluded be. 
twixt Francs the firſt, and Charles the Emperour his 
Maſter ; for he-ſceing that the Emperour was diſ- 
poſed to make peace-with the ſaid King, andro ſet 
himatlibertie,.:and that the 7ireroyof Naples, andall 
otherthe Lordsof rhe Councell tendedeo the lame ; 
andalthough he knew, asI do now,that his councell 
would nat-be-accepred, . yet failed he notto ſpeake 
what he thought;:burlikewile refuſeg, being grear 
Lord Chineeltour of 5paine, ro figne the _—_— 
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which hee defended with moſt excellent reaſons, 
which reaſons are well delivered,” and with- much 
gravity of ſpeech by Qa#ccardine inthe oration of the 
{aid Gratener.But this event made it knowne,that the 
councell of Gatzaner was moſt noble, moſt juſt, and 
grounded as well upon the high:wiſedome, as great 
zcaletothe loueani good of his Countrey.” For as 
ſoon as the King wasatliberty,all the Spaniards won- 
derfull hopes thatthey expected of this peace, and all 
the Frexch Kings great promiſes/ta them vaniſhed 
into ſmoake,; accordingto the 'opinion'of that wor- 
thy Gentleman: And I know no reaſon. (moſt no. 
ble Soveraigne) that I being your ſubject, as hee was 
the King of Spazes,and loving yauand my Country, 
as much asevcr hed did his. 4 and having a ſubje&tof 
the ſame quality,tofeare, as be did them ; although T 
may wellſay, as much more danger to us by the 8p4- 
niards,; if aur peace be not buile upona ſure founda- 
tion, ther it could any way be unto them by the 
French. : But toſpeake my opinion, make what Ar- 
ticles. you will; and:Jet them be guildedover with 
the faireftſhew, , cither they, -orthoſe oftheir Fachi- 
on (if you haue any about;you) can. deviſey un- 
leſle theſe foure be-granted'on their part:to you, 
you cannever make'any ſure-peace.with them gz 'or at 
teaſt ficha pgace;, abit hehaverheminde to-breake, 
hee'will haudtheraduantage:of |you., -: And! Phillip 
&© Comincs ſaith, 'T bat for ths many couctulions that 
hee hath-ſcene/this time-in''che affaires/of State, 
that it wererinexcuſable folly fora Prince; if bee 
were able for (þ ptevenitvit, to purtiimlte under 
the' power of angther. 1-Thar-your fubjetts yl

A ſhort view taken of Great Brittaine, 
and Spine. pt; 
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H*E Majeſtic. now is of more power then any his 

Predeceſſours ; Firſt, -becauſe our addition of 
Dominion Jreland, is reduced to a more abſolute 
ſtate of, obedience, and- increaſe. of reuinue then 
heretofore. The footing -we had in'Eravce, was 
rather a greatneflq of trouble to us, then of ſtrength z 
it was alwayes indivifzon;. it held us alwayesincon- 
tinuall laxeoftreaſureand bloud, we never attemp- 
ted in the Front, but tbatattempted us inthe Rear ; 
which did both diſtra& our Armies, and aggravate 
our charge: Itis a Territory ſo ſeparate from us by 


nature, as we could 'notaduantage.upon it,: cither 


for offences or reliefe, without cheaccefle of difficul- - 
ty and charge that a State muſt undergoe,, - when 
it runnes the neceſſity of ſach-an anderribiog:by 
ſeas: wherethe warre wayhend ppon a great:Conti- 
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nent, a populous Nation, a plentifull Countrey, 
and intire in its ſelfe, and that can be ſuccoured 
withoutpaſling the Seas : In theſerhings we found 
ſuch diſadvantage, as haue beene the undoing ot our 
Expeditions in fteed of departure of this broken 
Dominion we had in Frence, his Majeſftie hath 
brought another whole Kingdome to Exgland, un- 
devided trom us in fearez trom whence we hauc 
theſe benefits. T he backe dore that was open in the 
aſſiſtance of our- enemies, both tooffend vs, and 
divert our attemps from them, is now open to us, 
and his Majeſtic hath the key of it , it ſaveth us the 
money and the men that we were forced to employ 
in a ſecond Arwy for the withſtanding the invaſion 
onthat ſide : and not ſaues itus onely, but renders 
it, to beltow in undertakings of profit, which we 
were wont to ſpend upon defences. Ve haue ano- 
ther valiant Nation to afiſt us, whoſe ſervice in Low 
Countrie warres hath often, and alwaies, given this 
teſtimony of their affeiou and fairhfulneſſe, even 
1m Queene Elizabeths time z- that in every Nationall 
quarrell betweene us and others ( which hath often 
happened, and very remarkeable betwixt us and 
the French ) they have yoluntarily and brauely (ſided 
with us, making the danger common both to them- 
ſelues and us; which was drawn out but particularly 
againſt che Exgliſh. The joyning of Scotland hath 
made us an intirelland, which by nature is the beſt 
fortification,- and the moſt capable of all advantages 
of ſtrength, that by Art can be added unto naturey 
whereby we may at one & the fame time beable both 
to undertake any ation abroad, & defend our ſelnes 
at 
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at home, withoutcicher much.danger, or-great coſt, 
Secondly,by reaſon his Majcſtic-hath the neighbour- 
hood of. the powerfull nation by ſay that now is in 
the warld, at his devotion ;-a people by nature-tmore 
worthy of creditwith us then any other: the uſe of 
whoſe neighbourhood our owne hiſtories will conn. 
mend unto us, it weeaquire.of the-ages paſt, 'even 
then whenthey wanted' that power ahd knowledge 
in their induſtry, which they. now haue, as well in 
' matters of peace as warre, the memories of thoſe 
times will-tell us, .that we ſeldame underrookeany - 
greatthing without them infomuch.'as our'loffſe of 
France, may probably bein part imputed to the 
breach we ſuffered intheir friendſhip.

What other thing ſoever we communicate with him 
in, weſhall never beaſlured of him(ſuch is thenatute 
oftheReligion,)ſo long as we differ in matter of faith, 
he knowes very well the peril] he ſtands in, if hee 
be attempted by his Majeſtic and the Vnited Provin- 
ces.

Secondly iris obſerucd, that duging the continuance of this treatie, 
and by reaſon of the ſame Popiſh faftion, baue exceedingly increaſed 
in this Realme, both in multitude and boldnefle. 

And whereas they haue beene divided heretofore amongſt chem- 
ſelves into the part of the Ieſuites depending vpon Spazze , and the [c- 
cular Prieſts otherwiſe, They are generally now firongly vynited roge- 
ther depending no lefle ypon Sparne for temperall reſpects, then ypon 
Rome for ſpirituall. o 

And conſidering the houſe of Auſtria hath beene alwayes a ca- 
pitall enemy to our Religion to increaſe their owne greatnefle , by ex- 
ticpiting the proteſtant panty inall places where they can preyaile, It 
cannot but be of moſt dangerous conſequence, to the ſafety of the 
. King, and the Realme valeſſe remedy be provided wirh ſpeede, for the 
abating of that party here at home , which cannot be during the time 
that theſe Treattſe are on foote. | 

Thirdly, it is obſerued, thatby aduantage of theſe Treaties , and 
thereby keeping of bis Maicſty in hope of a general] peace, they hae 
contrarily vnder the prerence of affifiing the Emperour, opprefled the 
Protefiants party in moſt parts of Chriſtendome, being the ancient 
Alies and confederates of this Crowne, to the endangering not onely of 
the whole State of the reformed Religion , bur alſo of the Common 
fafery of all the profeſſors of the fame. 

'  Fourthly, during the time of theſe Treaties of lone with his Mi- 
iefty, they have with all kind of hoſtility , ſer ypon his Malefties ſonne 
in Law, the husband of his onely and moſt Royall Daughter jinuade- 
ing his Townes and Ferritories inall places , and infine dif-inhericell 
him with all that Royall Off-ſpring of all his ancient Patrimoniall 
Honors and Poſlcffions , to the great diſhoner of his Maiefty , and 
extreame griefe of all his well SubieAs. And now alſo atthe

But yet tothe end,that you may ſee and know the ground of this 
Buſinefle , I will in few words declare vnto you how the matter fell 
out: For wnder theſe two conditions or covenants , viz, in Maite

And when the States which had ſworne hereunto with an high 
Oath, then were they preſently admitted , that thoſe affaires concer- 
ning the Land , which preſently in the beginning of the treatic of 
peace were begunne , but couls not be concluded ypon, that they 
ſhould be diſpatched and concluded in the- next aſſembly of che 
States. 
| But yet Don /ohn, whoſe affeftion burned with a luſt and long- 
ing deſire, by fone ſecret and-concealed praftice to-breake the peace, 
and to beginthe warre agaire, caſting all theſe conditions and promie 
ſes at his heeles, made a way for thoſe complaints which Phillyp, and 
alt the former Governours had vſed as a cloake tocover all theirin- 
tended w cked imgninations againſt the Rei-publicke; viz. That the 
Hollanders and Se«landerr neglefted aad deſpiſed the Romiſh Religi- 
= and by that meanes the commandement of the King was neg- 
eQed, . 

Vponthis Anvile did they hammer night and day ? they affayled 

the Stay, and were — troubleſome ynro them ck 
them that they altogether ſhould begiane the warres, againit Holl wed, 


Sealand,and the Prince of Orange,who was the moſt eminent Cham . 


ion againſt the yniuſt government of the Spaxzardr,who indeede had 
Cabrmcecing beneficiall torhewhole Commen-wealth. 

Inthis counſell Dow John had his eye vpon theſe twoobiefs, 
which ſhould be exceeding profitable and- ſerviceable to further his 
intent; that by their .Ciuill warres, the ſubſtance and creaſure of the 
Jand might be exhautted , and they bring weakned and bruyſed by 
their owne Warre, that then he, with the more caſe and conyeniency 
might ſupprefle them together. 

Whereas he fl perfitting with theſe defires and intreaties, being as 
it were daſht againlt a Rocke by a TempeRt: The States anſwered 
him; that it were better and more profirable for the Common-wealth, 
Fhat concerning all thoſe matters whereof Don ſohnmade his com- 
plaints, to ene. Jo by a _— compoſition decided, and vnited, in 
the aſſembly of the States ; and if rhey could haue imprinted or-per- 
fivaded him to haue beleeued the fame , we Id neverfallenints-the 
miſeries of a Ciuill Warre.. 

For what is more repugnant to-the common geod , and toall hu- 
mane Lawes and Iuſtice ; then-to try by warre , thoſe a 

which.

which may be decyded by Right and Reaſon. Arch dam (though 
no Chriſtin King, but fi bra honourable ary provident Nation) 
fayd; That it was wnlawfull to take eArmes agamſt thoſe , whowere 
wiling to hane the matter tryed by Law.. When andiiniary had beene 
offered to the Remanes themſelues ; they did not preſently begin with 
wars: butdid firft ſend Clarigatmrs, that is, they cauſed choſe things 
that were ſtollen or taken away , tobe more apparemtly and manifctt 
lydemanded againe. 

But how profitable, good, and wel-ordred is the cumſtome of the 
Co nmon-wealth of the Yenetsav;,which I lately ſaw and obſerved; 
where they will not ſuffer that the principall Nobles themlelues of 
that fl »uriſhing Common-wealth, ſhould contend, chide, or main- 
taine enmity among themſclues, for, or about other mens ſmall and 
petty affaires. But they bring the ſame into their Senate, or Coun- 
cell, and there they deſire, pray, and admoni(h them , that they will 
remember, and be mindfull, that they are all of them Saint CAlorkes 
children (which name they haue given their Rei-publicke) and that 
they are brethren, and Burgeſes of ſuch a free and happy 
ment, and that it was not beleeming for them, for any aſs 
neſle, to cheriſh and fofter any private diſſention or hatred , which 
might thereafter gapoue to be more generall,cothe perill and danger of 


that Rei-publicke, > 
Which cuſtome aboue all other sffaires ought to be vſed inthe 
affaires concerning the Land , and ought to be of inall wel- 


ordered Common-wealths, If this were fo, we ſhould not ſee one 
City ſo againſt another (oftentimes in one Province or Rei-publicke) 
or one Noble-man ſo againſt another of the contrary party,to threaten 
warre, murther, deftruQion, burning and blaking , nor violence to 
aſſault cach other. 

Burt now to returne te our former purpoſe, in reſpe& that there 
are two ſons of Warres : the one with words by way of Iuſticez 
the other with violence. The firſt being proper to men, the ſecond 
to ynreaſonable beaſts. And that wee muſt neceſſarily ayoyde vio» 
lence, vnlefle the courſe of Iuftice be denyed vs. Therefore we muſt 
belecue that the States farre rarher would have decyded thoſe cony. 
troyerlies , by their good and wholeſome counſels, -by reaſon! and,

Contrarily Dow Jobr complaineth of the 
States yery publiquely : Hee and- vpbraids them all for Re- 
bels, nd chen 5 mr with the High-dutch Seuldi:rs nolonger b 
ſecret dealing in the affaires yery prejudiciall to the Common-wealr 
a9 02mg ah Bos ly hee had long time dealt with all) but 
then began he very publickly to deale with them; ſo that the whole 
diſcovery of that buſinefſe, by divers intercepted lettexss , was fully 
come tothe knowledge of the States, And many things they dayly 
ſaw with their eyes, as firſt when ke removed his Court and family, 
with his Counce!l-companions to Bergen in Henegow ( being a very

Moreoyer, when 8s he ſurprized the Caftle of e by Trea-

And although there were great and manifeſt tokens of their malig- 
nant enmiry ; yer neuertheles the Sates did beare al. this very mode- 
ratly and modefily , and indeed would haue born yet much more, if 
that morta!l and pittifull proic which Don Jobs intended , had vor 
beene dilcouered and made manifeſt as the Gay; even -as if a man at 
the firſt ſight ſeemed to perceiue ſome hvelefle and infenfible crea- 
ture, and afterwards by more cert2in and fure fignes and rokens,, be- 
ginneth to think of what quality that was whereof hee doubted : e- 
uen ſo the States did alſo very cafily vuderftand , by all thoſe things 
whichhey had ſecne, that this prince did cheriſh in his mind and 
counſels,an hatred tending tothe ruine of 'the common-wealth : bur 
of what qualitic that he was, and how farre he would extend himſelfe 
ouer the reipublick , that chey moſt cuidently diſcerned and diſtin- 
guiſhed thereafter, both out of his owne , and by letters from others, 
For there were many lztters intercepted in Gaſconie, viz. Two of 
Don lobns, written by himſelfe vate the King , and other from him 
written to Axthowe Perez the chicte of the Kings Covncell ; More- 
over fiue letters from Eſcoweds to the King , out of which the States 
might afſuredly vnderſtand , that there were fed and bred monfiers, 
Rrang impoſtures ; thar privat conſpiracies were there praQtiſed ; 
that there was great difſention mingled among the Cities and the 
Nobilitie of the Netherlands ; and by what meanes the ſame was cf. 
feed; and how fit and ſeryiceable it was that tyrany and the Inqvi- 
fitigp,according to that firme reſolution of the Spaniards, ſhould bes 
ht in & cfiabliſhed; and tothat end ſoldiers, armes, and all war-

He wrot that vato the King which Dow /ohn would haue him to 
write, Viz. That it poſſibly conld not be,that the Neatherlanders ſhould be 
bronght under the pare and perfett obedience and will of the Kmg,vnleſſe 
that firſt they were tamed and conſtrained thereunto with fire and ſword. 
That therfore both men and armes were very needfull and that the ſame 
muſt be effetted by marre. By the which as a good archireQure of the 
Spaniſh ryranny, he gaue them to vnderſiand, that the crueltie and ri- 
our which Al»aand Requifenins had abuſed , muſt not continnaly 
put in praQiſe,but that the Netherlanders-muft bee: enſaared by a 
eater deceit and hypocrifie, Like as in Navigation, it is a point of 
nowledge to fee before hand the ftorme , that although men can- 
not attaine the hayen , yet ( if alrering the courſe ) you may attaine 
thereinto,then it is a fooliſh deed to keepe that courſe which before 
was taken with great perill and m___ , rather then char you altering 
the fame, might attaive tothe wiſh for hayen, For ſo was his opi- 
nion , thar the firſt raging and madneſſe of the Spaniards muſt bee 
ſomewhat mollified , and now muſt go to worke with difſembled 
faith and promiſes. That Dow Tobn who had an incredible modera- 
tion, and ar> indifferevt minge betwixt Ambitionand Cruettie , might 
very fortunately cffc& the ſame. Hee aduifſed by his owne and bis 
maſters counlel] chat England ſhould be firſt ſurpriſed — 
red by warre,and then it would be eafie to ſvrprize the N iſh 
rouinces. 
: In thoſe letters which Don [ohn ſent vnto Anthony Peres, his ſpe- 
ciall friend ; He gaue hint to vnderftand that he was ef ſuch a nature 
and condition, that he could not live till inidleneffe., nor could a- 
way withthe lawes of peace ; and that his mind and conſcience could 
not indure that he ſhould wholly ſubmit himſelfe tothe priviledges 
and-lawes of the NetherJanders , but that he farre rather by force of 
Armes would obtaine and effeCtfor the King,a whole abſolute,and yn-- 
limited government over the Netherlands. 

And if now you donot ſufficiently ſee and perceiue, that Don-lohie 
firſt broak the pacification of Gene , where the ſame by ſo and 
cleare proofes doth appeare. Then remember (by the Prernall God) 
remember, I ſay, what reaſons he vſed to the Embaſfadours of our 
Srates.at CAarche and Famines, when he fayd , that he would _

the contracts and conditions of peace ſo long , vatill that covenant 
which was begun, ſhould repent him,that is , yacill hee by his ſweet 
ifings,and þ hats TR 1s rocket the States a ;

publick. For cheerche death of /obn , Phil (ſhewed very manifeſtly 
that that ſame in very deed Chould haue befallen vs, like as he at A1e- 
chlew by the Lord of Selles certified and gaue them to vnderftand, 
that he would breake the lawes of the peace , and that thee no longer 
would be bound to keepe them. Bur I pray you for what occaſion? 
was it for negleRing the Romiſh Religion? Afluredly it had neuer 
beene more vſcd oor reuerenced-with the like detiotien, care and 
diligence , nor neuer was the zeale of our ſo greatly affeed 
thereunts as then. The Biſhops of the were thenrecei- 
ued; the Schooles 2nd Colleges were partly iafticuted , partly renew. 
ed and angmented. Finally , there was not any thing omitted that 
ſcrued for the maintaining of the cuftomes and ceremonies of the 
Romiſh Church, So that our Netherland might well haue compa- 
red,matched and Rroven with Icaly and with the chiefe ſeate 
and Mctropolicane of that Religion. The which the Popes Nawcins, 
( or ſpirituall Embaſſedour ) who in bis behalfe was ſent vnto ys fhal 
not deny the ſame. For bee writing himſclfe vnto the CONCer- 
ning this, faith, that he did much admire, and was E EXCee- 
ding I, that thoſe preſcriptions and duties ( or ſeruices )) of the 
Romiſh Church , were exceeding well maintained by the Nether- .

And ſhall they pervert & turn 
topfie-turvie our ciuill orders and intoty:a#wy ? And ſhall we 
with wringing hands look ypon the coarſe, and behold the exequies 
or fumerall of ourperrie and native countrey? Shal they rend & teare 
in peeces the body of our common-wealth, and like meft ravenous 
beaſts deuoure the farne? And ſhall we like ſhues,with prayuig and 
intreating,hardly preſcrue our own liues, goods,and meanes?. Or do 
ye not far rather laud & extol with the higheſt commendation of bo+ 
nour,this will andaffcRion of our States; for their manumifingan« 
of their deare and native countrey? Incite and exhor 

them to proceedas they arcbeſt able, and to the yttermoſtof their 
powers, for the preſervation and manumiſing of their owne liues and 
liberty? Come net theſe things daily into your remembrances, when 
you think of the Netherlandiſh warre, or diſcourſe thereof, which I 
haue now demonftrated,and with ſure and infallible and yacontol- 
hble reaſons proued vnto you, viz. that our States, & all the Nether 
landers,being drenched and ſoaked in miſery, and oppreſſed with the 
cruelry of the Spaniards;and being expeld out of their natiue coun- 
wrey, of meere neceflity were conſtrained to take Arms againſt Philo. 
And that now all the other creacheries ,. infidelitics & injuries which 
the Spaniards during thetime of theſe wars haue done vato the Ne- 
thertanders,bcing fo great, ſo inhuraane,ando incredible , that th 
themſclues (ſoto ſpeak) do earneftlyexhort,do require & omnad,

Yet the cruelty of this Inquiſition did here encreaſe , and many 
fouldiers came into the Countrey , that ſome of the Countrey for- 
ſooke their houſes, and reſorted towards Freezland, and ſome did 
ſtay at home , and went to meete Duke Alva , and welcomed 
hinvinto the Countrey,and ſhewed himall the kindnetle they could, 
but hee very ſhortly rooke of moſt of their heads, ſothat heedid fo -£- the Grit 
terrifie the inhabitants , that there fled out of rhe Countries more Femnlor 
then an hundred thouſand houſholders, beſides many that were taken oo 
in flying, were taken and hanged, andall theſe had their goods con- »y of the

The Prince of Orange , and the Earle of Bredrod, and. fins", 
Exrles, cight Lords, and fifty Gentlemen , and they had ſome fine *5**: 
thouſand of Souldicrs being in Freeſland , but wene moſt ouer- 
throwne by the Duke of eAlua his forces ; fo that they were 
driucn to Emnbden land , and there prepared them(clues to the 
ſea. 
Now the Duke of «1/4 did commaund all the inhabitants/to 
pay the hundreth peny of all their goods , and of all. that was 
bought and fold; the which ſome of the States did yeeld vnto.: And 
then hee commaunded them to pay the twentith peny': and. then 
hee commaunded the tenth peny of all things that were vonges 
and fold , fooften as they ſhould be fold. Some of the States did 
make thcir humble petition to the Duke , 'and to the Princes, 
ſhewing them that it would drize all trading out of the: land, The 
Duke of «1/*4 told them that hee would haue it ,. though it did: 
ruinate*all the land ; but if hee ſaw them to doe their beſt to: : 
pay it , hee would deale fanourably with them. But hee faid ay js 
that it was againſt the Kings honour it they ſhould not pay "play

wretches wanted colour to couer their iniultice and cruelty,they had 
their ofticious imps (falſe witneſſes) ſuborned by 7e/abel,to ger N a+ 
beths vineyard ; witneſſe Maris» Hutton , who was one of the 
Inquiſitors Clarkes, and ( being commitred to Priſon) did 'ac. 
knowledge that hee had made many falſe teſtimonies againſt 
ſundry rich perſons, ſome whercef were of the reformed 
Church, Here might fitly be brought in the hundred 'Marchants of 
Granado, who were of the Romane Religion,and were neuecrother; 
what- pretence had hee to cauſe them to bee murthered all in one 
night, and then preſently-to command all their goods to be brought 
to his treaſurie ot Exchequer, whoſe eſtate was worth more then 2 8 
hundred thouſand pounds ſterling ? Now as this tyrant was 
a detiourer and deſtroyer of the lives of men, fo did hee pre. 
ſame to viinpe further, notonly vpon ciuill ordinances, but ypon 
che thirgs of God ; fothat thoſe that were married in the reformed 
Chureh, he forced tobe married againe : and if they were rich, hee 
tooke them from their husbands, and gaue them to his fouldiers to 
makeprize of them. Thoſethat were baptized in the reformed 
Church,he compelled to be baptized againe,contrary to Gods word, 
and to the decree of the ancient counſcls,fo that intolerable were the 
burthens this cruell Pharob layd, fo excefiue was his cruelty, that 
he filled all places with blood, bloud rouching blend , as the Pro. 
pher ſpeakes, For in ſmall rownes hee executed 50, and in great 
rownes 200,and 3c or400. And in places as men trauclled trom 
one towne to another ,; they might ſee many- thatthis ſouldiers had 
hung up in trees to death , and ſome were worth 8ethouſfard
